DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the magnetic piece 
disposed in the recess of claim 7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this 
Office action. However, formal correction of the noted defect can be deferred until the 
application is allowed by the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 8-14 and 16 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7 

Applicant elected the species of Fig. 3, claims 6, 7 and 13. However, claim 13 
depends from claim 8 which does not read on Fig. 3. An action on the merits of claims 
6, 7 and 17 which do read on the elected species is given below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Ogino. The reference discloses a compressor (1) incorporated in an enclosed 
container (2, 3), wherein a recess (the bottom of 2) having an action of collecting foreign 
matter is provided at an inside of a lowest portion of the enclosed container, and a 
magnetic piece (5) is disposed in the recess as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ogino. 

The claim differs from Ogino by reciting that a hydrocarbon is used as a refrigerant, and 

a refrigerating machine oil compatible with the refrigerant is used. Official notice is 

taken that the use of hydrocarbon refrigerants and compatible oils is well known in the 

compressor field and to use such refrigerant and oil in the compressor of Ogino would 

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art and would not be patentable. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Recesses for collecting foreign matter are further disclosed by 
Maranville (12), Wiedemann (15 1 ) and Yumiyama et al. (9a); and magnets for collecting 
foreign matter are shown by Munoz (46), Miyata (R), Farnelli (32) and Pollier (16).
